BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN FRANCE, April 9.— | + 
An advance of from two to three miles has been made by 
the British troops on a front of about 12 miles north of | 


Arras, which point is the hinge of the great German re- 
tirement in the Somme region. 

The famous Vimy ridge, which has defied the allied ad- 
vance for over two years, and which cost the French 100,- 
000 men in their offensive last year, was carried by the 
Canadians, who now hold it. The British penetrated far 
into the German lines and inflicted heavy casualties upon 
the enemy, Over 6,000 prisoners have been taken, and 
great quantities of war material have fallen into our hands. 

The operations continue to be carried out successfully 
in accordance With the plan, Our troops have everywhere 
stormed the enemy defenses from Henin-sur-Cojeul to the 
south of the outskirts of Givenchy-en-Gohelle, and our ad- 
vance continues. 

The enemy’s forward defenses on this front, including 
Vimy ridge, were captured early in the morning. These 
defenses comprise a network of trenches and fortified lo- 
calities—Neuville-Vitasse, Telegraph Hill, Tilloy Lez Mof- 
flaines, Observation Ridge, St. Laurient Blangy, Les Til- 
leuls and La Folie farm, 

Subsequently our troops moved forward and captured 
the enemy’s- rearward defenses, including,;-tm addition to 
other poweriul trench systems, the fortified localities of 
Feuichy Chapelle de Feuchy, Hyderbad redoubt, Athies and 
Telus. 

Up to two p.m., 5,816 prisoners, including 119 officers, 
passed through the receiving stations, and many more re- 
main to be counted. Of these a large number belong to the 
Bavarian divisions, who have suffered heavy casualties in 
today’s fighting, The captured war material includes guns 
and a number of trench mortars and machine guns, which 
have not yet been counted. 


Heaviest Fighting Took 
Place Around Vimy Ridge 


The heaviest fighting today developed aiong a line a few mile 
of Arras, in the northerly direction to the neighborhood of Lens, 
auctions extended far in the direction of St. Quentin. 

The French had fought desperately and valiantly in an endeavor to wrest 
Vimy ridge from the Germans, the batties costing both belligerents untold 
casualties. Back of the northern and of Vimy ridge lie the principal coal 
fields of France, which are still in German hands. 

The fighting on Vimy ridge was carried out by the Canadians, who had 
retained a footing on the ridge all winter, but always higher up was the 
enemy. On either side of the Canadians were English and Scottish battalions, 
and in today’s battle there was glory enough for all. The irrepressible “tanks” 
also shared in the honors of the sucessful assault.

One position captured to the northeast of Arras was a sort of labyrinth of ; 


trenches enmeshed in multiple bands of wire, called “the Harp" because of 
its shape. Prisoners had proclaimed this strong point practically unassail 
able, but, sweeping over it today, the British took within it nearly a thousand 
prisoners, and they captured also during the day three German battalion 
commanders, who compare in rank with colonel in the British army, The 
Canadians took two thousand prisoners. 

It was said everywhere along the attacking line that the Germans ap- 
peared to have been tuken by surprise, and only in a few instances did they 
put up @ strong fight, One reason for this was that they had been fairly 
dazed by the British artillery fire of the past ten days. The concentration of 
guns for this operation was probably the greatest for a given amount of front 
since the war began, Almost countless guus had taken part in the bombard- 
ment since the beginning, but it was net until last night that many masked 
batteries joined in the bombardment. 


For First Time British 
Used Twelve-Inch Guns 


Along the greater part of the front the advance of the infantry was 
strenuously opposed, Near Arras the Germans offered determined resistance 
and a large pocket of the Germans was reported to be still holding out at 
mid-day, although entirely surrounded. The famous redoubt named the 
“Harp,” only a little less formidable than the noted “Labyrinth,” was cap- 
tured with virtually the whole battalion defending it. Several “tanks” had 
much to do with the surrender of this position. 

Along the railway running through to the valley of the Scarpe, the 
Lritish made good progress, while upon the Lens branch of the line they 
captured Maison Blanche wood, 

The enemy put up a stiff fight at Hill 145, which had been provided 
skillfully with concealed machine gun positions. Long after they had been 
driven from the surrounding ground, the Germans on the hill continued to 
sweep points of approach with their machine gun fire 

Encouraged by this show of resistance on what otherwise was a stricken 
field, the enemy began to send up reserves in trains from Lens and Douai 
and perhaps a greater distance, with the intention of launching a counter- 
attack, Thut attack was never made. As reports came in from the front 
and from the aviators of this massing of the enemy beyond Vimy and the 
trenches in the vicinity a tremendous barrage was turned on by our heavy 
guns, the range being too great for field artillery, 

Probably for the first time in the war 12-inch weapons were used for 
this purpose at very long range. This splendid co-operation ef the artillery 
arm in preventing d heavy counter-attack did much to lessen our casualties 
on a difficult part of the front. 

On the, southern end of the Canadian sector, the Germans yielded ground 
more readily than in the north, Many prisoners were taken, and as for 
Thelus, which had been strongly held before, our guns hammered it to pieces. 
It did not long hold out. 

by 12:80 o'clock, seven hours after the battle began, no organized body 
of the enemy remained on Vimy ridge save the nest of concealed machine 
gun sections on Hill 145. 

Of the casualties it can only be said at this moment that they are sur- 
prisingly light, especially in view of the importance of the ground won. 


Several Days’ Bombardment 
Prepared Way For Canadians 


The attack on the Vimy ridge crest was preceded by a bombardment 
which continued for geverai days, and in which guns of the heaviest calibre, 
formerly used on only the biggest battleships, took part, The results of this 
artillery coneentration, as revealed by airial observation, were the same as 
in the battle of the Somme.

The Edmonton branch of the Cana- 
Wian Red Cross Society is especially 
anxious to draw the attention of the 
public to the following extract from 
the Charter of the Society, in consid- 
eration of the facts; 

First. That funds have been 3bd- 
ted in the name of the Red Cross 
iety on more than one occasion, lo- 
eally, only a small portion of the pro- 
ceeds being intended for the Society. 

Second, That the Red Cross em- 
blem is now being displayed by cer-

or display the sign of the Red Cross, 
dr any insignia colored in imitation 
thereof, for the fraudulent purpose of 
inducing the belief that he is a mem- 
ber of ,or an agent for, the Canadian 
Red Cross Society. Nor shall it be law- 
ful for any person or corporation, or 
their successors, other Cana- 


Red Cross, hereafter to use such sign 
or any insignia colored in imitation 
thereof for the purpose of trade or as 
an advertisement to induce the sale 
on any article whatsoever. If any per- 
son violates the provisi of this sec- 
tion, he shall be guilty of an indictable 
offense and shall be liable to a fine of 
not less than one nor more than five 
hundred dollars, or imprisonment for 
a term not exceeding one year, or 
both, for each and every offense. The 
fine so collected shal! be paid to the 
Canadian Red Cross Society

Prairie City is the ambitious capital 
of the Grande Prairie country It 
is the terminus of the Grande Prairie 
ee eed the B. D. & B.C, railway 
The Minion lands and timber offices 
are located there. Sittings of the dis- 
trict and supreme courte fer the 
Prairie are held from time to time 
The Dominion government telegraph 
gives a direct wire to Bdmonton, 
and glso to Spirit River, Dunvegan, 
and Peace River to the north-east 
and to Lake Saskatoon, Beaver Lodge 
St. John and Hudson's Hope to the 
north-west.

Rulletin Correspondence. 

Thorild, which until recently was 
known as Byron, is loeated in See 5, 
Tp. 60, R, 21, W. of 4th meridian,, in 
a newly settled strip of country about 
50 miles north-east of Hdmonton, on 
the Alberta and Great Waterways 
railway, about half way between Ind- 
mounton and Lac la Biche. 

The district has been settled for 
the most part in the last five years. 
But one does not get a good impres- 
sion of the Thorild district from the 
railway, which follows the flat, swam- 
py country to get a more level grade, 
But there is very little muskeg after 
leaving the railway, In the farming 
districts located on the higher ground 

the principal growth is poplar and 
1 willow, With a soil not so heavy as that 
*at Namao or Bon Accord, but having 
from > to 24 inches of black loam 
free from stone, sand or gravel. There 
ig ua fine natural drainage. The dis- 
trict was formerly the favorite of the 
beavers Many of the beaver dams 
have been cut and the ponds drained 

Much of the timber has been fire kill- 
and is falling with every storm 
In ten years this will be pr tically 
a prairie country, like that round 
Namao and Bon Accord, The sweinps 
are being dried up by the wind and 
sun, once the timber is gone, 

This district has the first requisites 
of a good farming country good soil, 
good drainage and seasonable rains, 
but the next * thing that can be 
said of it is the sterling worth of its 
citizenship. The settlers from cen- 
tral and northern Europe predomin- 
ate, but there is quite a sprinkling of 
settlers from the United States. The 
people are industrious, peaceable, and 
lawabiding, with reverence for the in- 
stitutions of religion and learning. 
This is a splendid mixed farming dis+ 
trict, with plenty of natural mea- 
dows, and more can be cleaned up as 
they are needed. 

The A. and G. W. railway has re- 
served 160 acres of land for a future 
townsite here. It is one of the three 
places between Edmenton and Lac 
la Biche al Which they have reserved 


ed, 


that much land fer a townsite, 
During the past two seasons the 
provincial government has — spent 


$2,400 to open up a trunk road both 
east and west from ‘the station. While 
an’ oceasional settler has ‘eft, yet 75 
per cent of the settlérs are here to 
stay. There has been a wonderful 
change ‘in the past two or three years 
in this district. But the change in 
the next few years is going to be 
greater and the district will yet rank 
high in the province. The two stores 
which are located here are doing a 
very sa r.ctory business. G, Jordy, 
of the firm of Jordy Bros., is serving 
the public as postmaster. Mr. Kova- 
linko is also Going a good trade. At 
Elbridge, to the northwest of Thorild, 
| Roy Bremner is postmaster, A stock- 
yard has been constructed at Thorild, 
so that live stock can be loaded at 
this station. The volume of both 
passenger and freight traffic to and 
from Thorild is surprising for such 
a nev community, and is steadily in- 
creasing.

Now Recognized As Centres of 
Importance on Grande Prairie 


Year Ago—Will No Doubt Gain in 


Importance With Growth of the Surrounding , 
Country. 


and Bennville are two 
railway towns on Grande

eettiement. Bennville is wt (he first 
the Dunvegan railway after it enters 
the prairie. from addie Morntain. 
Clairmont is the second, Grande Dra- 
ine City is the third siding and ter- 
minus, 

Clairmont is named from the 
lakes which lie on either side of the 
railway at this point, Clairmont lake 
is nearly three miles long by two miles 
wide, The railway has erected a steel 
water tank to take water from the 
lake for railway use. There are three 
grain elevators, Gillespie, Alberta Pa- 
cific and Iroste The U.F.A. are con- 
sidering the erection of a co-operative 
There are three general 
stores, Patrick & Houssien, L.L, Curtis, 
and the Gaudin HMstate, Mr. Caldwell, 
manager. Hardware is represented by 
Messrs. G. W. Evans and Hooper & 
Morris. Furlture is sola by Mr. Reith, 
There are two hotels, the Pioneer and 
the Clairmont, 1 restaurant and room- 
ing house, 1 restaurant and bakery, 
and 2 butcher shops, There are two 
lumiter yards, the Beaver Lumber Co., 
A. M. Iraser, manager, which takes 
the output of the Argonaut sawmill 
and the Buffalo Lakes . Lumber Co, 
who handle the output of their own 
mill. Thete are two livery stables, 
Mashburn'’s and Jacques’, Thore are 
two blacksmith shops and a tinshop. 
The Independent, a weekly newspaper, 
keeps the town and district effeetively 
before the public. The Union Bank 
provides banking facilities, There is a 
barber shop, an ice cream and confec- 
tionery store, 2 pool halls and a public 


hall. The country is well settled in 
every direction, 
On Wednesday, March 28th, Mr. 


Moody shipped two cars of cattle and 


one car of hogs, and Mr. Woods one 
car of hogs from Clairment to Rdmon- 
ton. On the same. date two cars of 
stock and settlers’ effects arrived from 
Camrose. These shipments show that 
the district is not only producing, a 
surplus but that. further. progress is 
heing made, 


Bennville townsite is Sexsmith post 
offive. D. Sexsmith and Ben_ Foster 
were pioneers In the locality. The first 
post office in the neighborhood was 
named Sexsmith, but it was some dis- 
tance from where the railway line was 
afterwards located. The railway com- 
pany selected Mr. Foster's farm as the 
site for a station and siding. The town 
site was registered as Bennville, The 
Sexsmith post office was shortly after- 
wards removed to the town retaining 
the original name which seems in 
many cases to be favored by the resi- 
dents. Whether the post office should 
be Bennville or the town Sexsmith is 
vet undecided. In the meantime build- 
ing and business goes on briskly. The 
surrounding country’ is well setued 
and trade comes to Bennville from a 
distance of twelve miles to the east 
and twenty miles to the west. There 
are two elevators Gillespie's and the 
Alberta Pacific. The U.F.A. organiza- 
tion which is very strong in the neigh- 
borhood has arranged to erect a hall 
this summer, The dimensions are 32x 
70 feet. The Beaver Lumber Co will 
supply the lumber, giving substantial 
concessions as to terms so that the 
hall may be built this summer. Mr. 
Foster, owner of the .town. site, has 
donated the necessary lots. The busl- 
ness places include three general 
stores, the leading one being kept by 
D. Sexsmith, the pioheer setuer of the 
locality. There is a restaurant and 
rooming house, a livery stable, a grain 
crushing mill, and a pool hall, Al- 
though Bennville has not beenrushed 
as much as other railroad points on 
the prairie it has a good stant and the 
substantial backing . of a well settied 
and productive country. 


Development of Great North | 
Is of Amazing Propor'ions 


Lumber Industry 
Logs Taken Out 


is of Tremendous Importance—-Millions of Feet of 
During Past Winter—Fishing Industry 


Being Developed: 


The extent of the lumber industry 
ot the north is scareely appreciated in 
other parts of the country. 

On the Grande Prairie branch of the 
Dunvegan aiiway at mile 21,“the 
Burnt Mountain Lumber Co,, have 
taken out two million feet of logs dur- 
ing the past winter and are operating 
a sawmill with a cut of 26,000 a day, 

At mile 27 the Argo Lumber Co, 
have a cut of one and a half million 
feet of logs. Their mill has a capacity 
of 30,000 feet of lumber a day. 

On Slave Lake, near Sawridge, on 
the Dunvegan main line the North- 
West Lumber Co, have a cut of nine 
million feet of logs. These logs are 
hauled to Edmonton and sawn at the 
company’s mill near the Dunvegan 
yards, 

On the Athabasca a short distance 
above Smith ,on the Dunvegan main 
line, Morris & Blain have a cut of 
five million feet of logs and a mill 
capacity of 40,000 a day. 

On the Athabasca at Chisholm sid- 
ing on the Dunve n main line the 
Athabasca Lumber Co. have a-cut of 
ten million feet of logs, with a mill 
capacity of 90,000 feet of lumber a 
day. 

At Flatbush, 91 miles north of Ed- 
monton, on the Dunvegan main line, 
Cushing gros, have a cut of about 
three million logs and a mill capacity 
of 30,000 feet of lumber a day. 

On the Waterways railway near Lac 
la:Biche the North-West Lumber Co. 
has a cut.of eight million feet of logs. 
These logs will be hauled to Edmon- 
ton by rail and cut at the company's 
mill at Edmonton, 

In all a log cut of nearly forty mil- 
Non feet on the McArthur railway 
lines, employing men during the win- 


ter and supplying lumber during the 
summer. The prairie farmers need 
lumber. The railway alone makes pos- 
sible the bringing of this vast amount 
of needed build ng material within the 
reach and means of the prairie farmer. 

rhe fisheries industry has also been 
developed largely as a result of rati- 
way extension in the north, During 
the past wimer fishing season 58 cars 
of ish were shipped from Slave Lake 
points on the Dunvegan railway, Six 
from fac la Biche and two from 
Christina and Winnifred lakes on the 
Waterways railway. These fish went 
largely to the Chicago market, after 
the Alberta demand had been sup- 
plied. 

A large quantity of baled hay was 
shipped from High Prairie and Tomp- 
kins Crossing, the product qf the vast 


stock and effects went to Spirit River 
and thirty-five cars to Grande Prairie 
points. Six cars were shipped to Peace 
River on April 3rd. '

in Heroic Dash at German Trench, 


For Which He Was Promoted and Decorated—Sixteen

WINNIPEG, April 9.—-Lieut. Wil- 
liams, one of the greatest all-around 
athletes that western Canada ever 
produced, the man who holds 181 
inedals for prowess in athletic events 
and who won the individual cham- 
pionship of Camp Hughes in 1915, has 
arrived in Winnipes. The brave of- 
ficer reached this city minus his two 
legs, which were amputated near the 
thighs in a London hospital. He 
walks now with the aid of two canes. 
Jpon his breast there is purple and 
white ribbon which denotes that the 
man is the proud possessor of the 
Military Cross, 

The story of the battle in which 
Mr. Williams lost his legs reads like 
a page from the days of old. Just 
one citation of a feat like this and 
everyone is convinced that the good 
days are not dead and that heroes are 
produced nowadays just as they were 
in olden times. 

In the early morning of August 11, 
1916, sixteen men of a western Can- 
adian battalion left the British lines 
at St. Bloi on the Ypres salient in 
search of a German trench party.

Another important matter broughi 
before the council by Mr. Fowler 
Was the question of fishing in Cook- 
ing Lake. 

This lake is literaily teeming with 
fish, mostly pike or “jack” fish. At 
this season of the year, when the ice 
begins to thaw out, hundreds of these 
fish may be seen swimming about in 
the clear water along the edge of 
the lake. But they can only be seen, 
as “you may look but not touch" 
is the motto, which gives the finny 
denizens of the lake immunity from 
molestation and a prolonged lease of 
existence. Anybody who interferes 
with them is lable to a penalty of 
$25. This is the more remarkable 
from the fact that fishing ig allowed 
in all the neighboring lakes. Why 
this lake should be singled out for 
“prohibition” is hard to understand, 
It is true that some years ago a 
quantity of bass fish was introduced 
here, with the view to propagating 
the species, but these fish have long 
since disappeared, presumably des- 
troyed by the voracious “jack” fish. 
So that whatever justification there 
might have been for preventive meas- 
ures in the past, there is no excuse 
for such exclusive dealing now. <A 
petition signed by the residents of the 
districts and by many of the occu- 
piers of the summer cottages, was re- 
cently forwarded to the government, 
drawing attention to the hardships 
entailed by this regulation, especially 
at the present time, when the cost 
of living has increased so enormously, 
and food of all kinds ig so scarce and 
dear. The petition prays for the with- 
drawal of the embargo ,s#o az to allow 
settlers, residents, and regular visitors 
the privilege of net fiching Curing the 
season.

President Wilson's message to 


Congress showed that, if he did 
not know a couple of months ago, 
he thoroughly understands now 
what the war is about.

All honor to the women who go 
out in the streets and beg yarn to 
knit into socks for our men in the 
trenches.

ulace, who could bring effective 
influence to bear upon the Govern. 
ment if they wanted to, 

The desperate air fighting of the 
last few days bespeaks the anxiety 
of the Huns to regain freedom of 
the air, in order that they may 
find out what is doing in the rear 
of the Allied line. Without that 
knowledge they have to ‘‘go it 
blind,’’ whether on the attack or 
the defense, Their concern about 
the matter is hopeful. 

By way of a start the United 
States authorities propose to lend 
the other Allies two billion dollars, 
With the promise of more as need- 
ed, Our neighbors never do things 
by halves. Having decided that 
Germany has to be beaten they 
inay be counted on to back up 
their decision to the limit. 

Commissioner Davidson has fin- 
ally got around to making a report 
on the bandage operations of Mr. 
Garland, ex-M.P., in whieh he pre- 
sents the public with substantially 
the facts brought out by the pub- 
lie accounts committee of parlia- 
ment more than a year ago. It 
seems fairly clear that Sir Charles 
intends to make his job last as long 
as the war. 


Another Belgian relief ship has 
been torpedoed, without warning, 
of course. Perhaps the object of 
these atrocities is to persuade the 
world that it is useless to contri- 
bute further to the relief of the 
Belgians, and so to leave these un- 
fortunate people, more completely 
at the ‘‘merey’’ of their torturers.

The prolonged delay before 
President Wilson could secure au- 
thority to use the naval and mili- 
tary forees of the ceuntry for the 
defence of its rights and the sue- 
cor of struggling civilization illus- 
trates the advantage of isolated 
position in giving to the Govern- 
ment and people of the United 
States opportunity for the exer- 
cise of deliberate judgment even 
in time of emergency. Had it tak- 
en as long to get the machinery of 
war started in Belgium as it did 
in the United States, the Huns 
would have taken Paris as per 
schedule and Europe would have 
been gagged and bound before it 
had a chance to rally its forces 
and make a stand, Belgium’s 
preparedness for instant war sav- 
ed the situation. Only a nation 
euf off from questionable neigh- 
bors can get ready for war after 
the war has started.

It is difficult to say at this time who 
will rank as the greatest and most 
influential figure in the Russian reyo- 
lution, but many of those familiar 
With conditions da Ue latid of th 
Cvars incline to the belief that his- 
tory will aecord the greater glory to 
Yvrot. N. Milukoft, who was made 
foreign minister in the new govern- 
ment Milukoff, lke the present 


head of the United States, is a col- 
lege prof 1, He began his career 
as an educator as professor of history 
at the University of Moscow, his alma 


niater. While engaged in that capac- 
ity he wrote numerous books and 
magazine articles dealing with Rus- 


sian history, and animated by a demo- 
eratie and liberal spirit which soon 
brought down upon his head the 
wrath of the police, He took refuge 
in Buigaria, where he was engaged 
the government univer- 


in organizing 

sity in Sofia. On his return to Russia 
he again embarked on a career of 
libs 1 propaganda and gained = such 


ai ver in government circles that he 
Was ¢iven a one-way ticket over the 
Siberian railroad to a penal camp for 


political maleontents, After a time 
he was released, but his spirit was 
not broken, and he was banished from 
the country Ile took refuge in the 
limited Stutes, and became a member 
of the faculty of the University of 
Chicago, in the meantime making a 
close study of the government of the 
United States During the Russian 


revolt of 1905 he delivered a series of 
lectures whieh have since been 
brought out in book torm, 

Milukoff was a thorough democrat, 
with socialistic tendencies, when he 
Was again permitted to return to 
Russia He became the leader 
of the Constitutioral Democratic 
party, and was elected to the third 
Duma, just ten years ago, and was 
re-elected to the prevent Duma, As 
editor of the Reich, the great liberal 
rewspaper of Russia, and as an or 
tor and agitator, he hag in the last 
ten years made a powerful impression 
upon the minds of his countrymen. 
Prof. Milukoff has always distrusted 
Germany and the Teuton influence in 
bis country
